Lowry, of 
this county, has a force of deputies 
ready for duty at a moment'« notice, 
and trouble is looked for at any time. 
The deputies are In readiness to go to 
the mines of the New York and Cleve­ 
land Qas Coal company. A march on 
the Turtle 
Creek, Plum Creek and 
Sandy Creek mines is expected at any 
time. It was learned from reliable au­ 
thority that such a march waui In con­ 
templation, but would not atke place 
until the latter part of the week. At 
CanonsbursT It %vas reported that 1,000 
men would march to the Cook mines 
last night and stay there until the dig­ 
gers came out. Sheriff Clark, of Wa«h- 
Ington coUnty, was on hand with a large 
num ber of d ep u ties and trouble w a s e x ­ 
pected If th e strik er» attem pted to force 
the men to q u it w ork. 


Poor Succenn in the Ct»k« Region.

Connellsville coke region out, b u t d is­ 
patches from U nlontow n and D untm r

De Armltt I* Agalmit the Law. 
Among the latter is W. P. De Armltt, 
who says the law can be abrogated by 
the right of private contract, and he 
Intends to test it by the contract he has 
with his men. Under this contract he 
agrees to pay his men 54 cents per 2,000 
pounds for coal screened over half an 
Inch screen, with nothing to be paid for 
coal dropping through said screen. He 
claims that the miners has a right to 
mine coal to be paid for after screening, 
and that the operator can also pay the 
miner in this fashion. A member of the 
arbitration commission said last night 
that the new anti-screening law would 
cut a figure in the new agreement, and 
the law would be thoroughly tested 
before It Is Incorporated In the agree­ 
ment. 


A rbitrator« Are Hmrd at W ork.

*‘and tnere seems no limit to the gold 
insight. It is more abundant than on 
the Klondyke and easier to work, the 
gold being very near the surface of 
the ground.

“A mile and a half from the Fountain 
Hotel, and easily reached by bicycle, 
tourist wagon, or by walking, lies a 
bidden basin full of nature’s caprices.

Charles V. B. Scott, of Lowell, Mass., 
who is enjoying an outing of a few 
weeks here, was thrown from his bi­ 
cycle into the St. Joseph river last 
evening and escaoeu drowning by the 
narrowest margin.

A N ew P lagu e fo r Fruit G ro w e rs to 
Fif?ht. 


Professor L. H. Taft, of the horticult­ 
ural department of the M. A. C., recent­ 
ly received specimens of the pear tree 
psylla that is doing such damage in 
Kent and other counties, it being the 
most dangerous pest to pear trees thus 
far known in this country. 


This pest is about the size of plant 
lice, and they suck large quantities of 
the sap from the leaves and tender 
shoots. This is exuded as honey-dew, 
often covering the branches so that 
they drip. A fungus develops in the 
honey-dew, and drying on the branch­ 
es, gives them a black, sooty appear­ 
ance. The mature insects winter in 
the crevices of the bark and deposit 
their eggs near the buds at the ends of 
the shoots. 
The young insects, 
or 
nymphs, as they are called, hatch alx)ut 
the middle of May, and at once begin 
to suck the sap from the leav ^ and 
small fruit. After moulting several 
times they are ready at the end of 
about a month to change to the adult 
form, and soon deiK)sit eggs for another 
brood. The eggs for the second brood 
hatch in about ten days, and at this 
season of the year there will be about 
one brood per month,‘the usual num­ 
ber being about four. The adults are 
provided with wings and are quite ac­ 
tive, taking flight at the slightest dis­ 
turbance of the ti*ee. The leaves drop 
and finally turn yellow. 


Taft recommends that trees aliected 
should be sprayed with kerosene emul­ 
sion. The trees should be carefully ex­ 
amined in the spring. The nymphs are 
about as large as plant lice, nearly as 
broad as long, and much llattened. 
They are yellowish-brown in color, 
with black spots and stripes. The mar 
gin of the wing covers and abdomen 
are fringed with stout bristles, -which 
can be seen with a good hands lens.

XlMtrle Protection off ■•fMk 


The latest idea for the proteetioo of 
money and valuables is to have the 
safe which oontains them secured in­ 
side a cabinet Where the safe is kept 
in a vault the vault serves the purposes 
of a cabinet In either case an electric 
lining is used, consisting of strips of 
metal mounted in connection with thin 
metul sheets so arranged that even a 
pin thrust through the cabinet and pen- 
etratiug tbe lining will sound the alarm. 
The door of the vault cannot be opened, 
nor can the curtain of the cabinet be 
raised, until a time lock has disconnect­ 
ed it from the alarm system. In order 
that the alarm box may bo proof against 
molestation it is made of steel and 
placed within a hood lined in the same 
way as the cabinet Any attempt at 
tampering W'ill cause au alarm to be 
sounded, as in the case of (ho cabinet. 
The door is held closed by heavy lag 
bolts, the partial removal of any of 
which will give a warning signal. 
There are several of these lag bolts, aud 
before the door can be opened they have 
all to be removed, which requires a con 
iiderable length of time.

H e ran straight 
Into a detail of rebel skirm ishers and 
they com m anded him to surrender. G en­ 
eral M cPherson sim ply replied w ith the 
m ilitary salute and turned to lide north, 
tow ard S herm an's arm y. The skirm ish­ 
ers flred a volley and the g allan t com ­ 
m ander fell dead from his horse. 


H is orderly galloped swiftly’ 
to S her­ 
m an w ith the news, and the grim chief­ 
tain flashed a thought along the line of 
men who m ight succeed to th at la ­ 
m ented vacancy. 
There w ere B lair and 
H ooker and H ow ard.

THE TONE OF THE BELL 


H at Im proved b j the Use of Ckild o r SUver 
In th e Bell Metal. 


There is a general belief that the in­ 
troduction of silver or gold in tho cnHt- 
Ing of a boll assures for it u superior 
tone, bnt au export in fouudiug bells 
■ays that such a belief is erroneous. He 
iàys that the best tone effect iu boll 
metal ia confluod within very narrow 
limits, for any so called bell metal hav­ 
ing more than 80 parts copper to 20 
parts tin is too soft to produce the best 
quality 
toue, while that having more 
tin than 28 parts in the 100 is much 
too brittle. There are bells iu Europe 
whose clear tones were for mauy years 
oredited to gold and silver that were 
supposed to have been added to the bell 
metal. An analysis was made not long 
■go of the metal in one of these bells, 
and it failed to show any trace of gold 
or silver. Tbe old Germau bell fouud- 
•n used to make their bells of 80 parta 
copper to 30 parts tin. In the opinion 
of this expert the strongest and best 
toned bell is obtained from 10 parts 
oogpsr and 31 parts tin. 


**After the bell is *drawn,* *' says the 
expert, **two sweeps are made and ad- 
jnstsd to an upright spindle in the cen­ 
ter of an iron case or flask, the flask 
boTing perforations all over it. Over 
the iorfaoe of the flask is coated, wet, 
m layer of loam of equal and suitable 
thiekneas and baked. Then another lay­ 
er Is coated on and baked, and so on, 
lejer after layer, until the proper shape, 
eta., are secured. There are two such iron 
BMilding cases, one fitting over the oth 
«r. The nnder one has the loam coatinp 
on its outer side, which has the innei 
shape of tbe proposed bell. The npp(n 
iron molding case or flask has the loam 
on its inner surface, forming the out­ 
side shape of tbe bell. This is let down 
over tbe nnder mold and carefully ad- 
jiisted equally all around, leaving a 
space inside betweeu tho two molds. 
The under flask is called the core. The 
upper or outer one is called the ease. The 
space is filled up by the molten bell 
netal, which, when cooled, is tbe bell. 


*‘When tbe bell is taken out of the 
molds it is polished, and then the 
bangings, tongue (or clapper), etc., 
fltted to the bell, and it receives a se­ 
vere ringing test, partly to ascertain its 
tone and resonant quality and to observe 
its mechanical excellence and adjust­ 
ment. Then, if it appears to be good in 
all points, it is shipped to the purchaser. 


making and shipping of a bell usu­ 
ally require from 10 to 16 days in the 
smaller sixes. The larger sitees—i.e., 
ftom 1,600 pounds and heavier—require 
more time. A peal of three or more 
Iwlls requires from 40 to 00 days’ time, 
while a chime of niue or more bells re­ 
quires from three to six months. 


**Any foundry can, of course, readily 
make and select niue or ten bolls iu 
tone for a chime, but tune is one thing, 
tone is another.’*—Church Economist.
